JFK'S  DAY  BEGINS  WITH  READING.  We  now  have  a  President  of  the  United  States  whose  day 
begins  with  reading. 

Hugh  Sidey  told  in  LIFE  that  President  Kennedy  is  a  stubborn  peruser  of  reading 
matter.   He  Is  a  reader  of  magazines,  newspapers,  books,  government  reports,  technic- 
al papers  and  everything  else  that  interests  him. 

Mr.  Sidey  says  he  devours  printed  pages  at  an  enormous  rate  and  retains  most  of 
what  he  reads.   He  has  also  caused  a  revolution  in  the  reading  habits  of  his  staff 
memberSo   For  self-protection  against  the  President's  voracious  appetite  for  informa- 
tion they  have  had  to  increase  their  own  reading  range. 

Another  great  reading  President  was  Theodore  Roosevelt.   He  was  seldom  without  a 
book.   Periods  of  unavoidable  delay  were  devoted  to  reading. 

With  reading-loving  leadership  in  the  White  House  it  is  certain  that  millions  of 
our  citizens  will  be  led  to  increase  their  intake  of  ideas  through  reading. 

To  supply  a  growing  need  there  must  be  more  and  better  public  libraries. 

And  let  us  pray  that  there  will  be  an  increased  number  of  devotees  of  reading 
amoung  our  state  leaders  in  politics,  industry,  recreation,  and  other  fields.
